MONTGOMERY’S TROOPS 
BALTIC 


IELD-MARSHAL MONTGOMERY’S armies have reached 
the Baltic and are approaching the vanguards of the Red 
Army. The 11th Armoured Division broke into the Baltic port: 
of Liibeck, 35 miles N.E. of Hamburg. 
On the right, the 6th Airborne Division advanced 50 miles 
to reach the Baitic at Wismar, about 30 miles east of Liibeck. 


“REACH 


The British 52nd and 43rd Divi- 
sions have linked up “to trap.” an 
undisclosed number of Gcrmans in 
a “pocket” north of Bremen and 
east of the Weser, says an A-P. 
despatch from Allied H.Q. 

South of the British troops U.S. 
infantry broke through the German 
lines, to ‘pass through Hagenow and 
capture erin, on the Schwerin 
Lake, 20 miles south of Wismar.

The Elbe bridgehead east of Ham- 
burg is now 30 miles long and 
armour has broken out to the north.

The 3rd Army now 
has elements-of three divisions in

North-east of Grafenau, U-5S. 
forces crossed the Czechoslovakian 
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Field-Marshal von Rundstedt 
former German Commander-in-

Field-Marshal von Rundstedt took 
command of the German anti- 
invasion forces in May, 1944, and 
was replaced by von Kluge for 
health reasons two months later, 
after the Allies had smashed his 
Atlantic Wall Herr Hitler rein- 
stated Rundstedt to hold the Sieg- 
fried Line in August. 

Von Rundstedt said that he last 
saw Herr Hitler alive on April 12th. 


Herr Hitler’s Death ' 


Stalin’s Order announcing the fall 
of Berlin was addressed to the 
troops of the Red Army and Red 
Navy, and said:—“ Troops of the 
Ist White Russian front, com- 
manded by Marshal Zhukov, in co- 
operation with troops of the Ist 

krainian front, commanded by 

Marshal Koniev, after stubborn 
battles, completed the rout of the 
Berlin garrison and captured .the 
gity of Berlin, the capital of Ger- 
many, the centre of German 
imperialism and the heart of Ger- 
man aggression. “ 
_ “The garrison of Berlin defend- 
ing the city, headed by the officer 
in command of the defence of 
Berlin, General of Artillery Web- 
ling, and his staff, at 15.00 hours, 
ceased resistance, laid down their 
arms, and surrendered.” 

Among the prisoners were the 
following generals of special service 
and chiefs of the Berlin defence, the 
Soviet communiqué stated:—Lieut.- 
General Kurt Wettag, Lieut.-General 
Walter Schliessdankwart, Vice- 
Admiral Voss, Chief of Staff of 
Berlin’s defence; Colonel Hans 
Melchior, Chief of Staff of the 56th 
German Tank Corps, and Colonel 
Theodor von Wissling. Hans 
Fritsche, the first deputy of Dr. 
Goebbels in propaganda; Press 
Chief. Flick and Counsellor Heinrich 
Dorsch were also captured. 

Another Order to. Marshals 
Zhukov and Koniev stated: “Troops 
of the Ist White Russian and Ist 
Ukrainian fronts have completed the 
destruction of the German grouping 
surrounded south-east of Berlin. 

Between April 24th and May 2nd 
troops of these commands took 
over 120,000 German prisoners.” 

In an Order of the Day, addressed 
to Marshal Rokossovsky, Marshal 
Stalin announced: “Troops of the 
2nd White Russian front, developing 
their offensive, have captured the 
towns of Rostock and Warne- 
muende, important ports and Ger- 
man naval bases on the Baltic. 
They also captured five other towns 
—Riebnitz, Marlow, Laage, .Teterow 
and Mirow.

PRODUCTION 


THEY did not believe it possible 
to introduce an all-embracing 
scheme of teurisation without 
Seriously reducing the already 
inadequate consumption, but they did

There now occurred two battles 
which not only gave to the Ameri- 
cans the initiative in the Pacific 
war, but also introduced a major 
revolution into naval tactics, In 
May, 1942, an American carrier task 
force met a Japanese fleet of trans- 
ports escorted by cruisers and 
carriers in the Coral Sea, to the 
north-east of Australia, and suc- 
ceeded in inflicting so heavy losses 
as to compel the Japanese to with- 
draw and so to sacrifice their plan 
for the isolation and invasion of 
Australia. 

In the following month a similar 
Japanese force approached Midway 
Island, the westernmost of the 
Hawaiian group, with the intent of 
seizing it as a preliminary to the 
occupation of the whole island chain. 
Such an occupation would have 
driven the Americans back to the 
Pacific coast of the United States. 
Again, however, the American 
carrier forces, assisted by land-based 
bombers operating from Midway, 
succeeded in inflicting heavy losses 
on the Japanese Fleet.

SPRAYING 


Both, however, can be. dealt with 
now, the fungus by lime sulphur or 
Bordeaux mixtute, and the imsect 
by nicotine. Fortunately these 
sprays can be combined. The spray 
we are applying at the college just 
now is lime sulphur {gal. in 
gals. of water, together with 602s. 
of nicotine sulphate. The trees get 
this spray immediately after they 
have flowered. The capsid bug ts 
not present in all gardens, but when 
it is, you can recognise it by its 
works—taised lumps and russetted 

tches on the fruit. The insect 
itself is elusive and difficult to see. 
Apple scab is familiar on the fruit 
where it causes black patches and 
cracks, but its presence on the leaf 
now is not so easy to detect—dark 
olive green patches becoming 
blackish. 

To control this disease four spray- 
ings are necessary in a wet season, 
or three in a dry one; the first just 
before the flowers open, the second 
now, when the. petals have just 
dropped, and the third and fourth 
in three weeks’ and six weeks’ time 


respectively. 
WETTER AREAS 


In the wetter parts of the country, 
where the diseasé is more virulent, 
Bordeaux mixture is preferred to 
lime sulphur, on account of its more 
powerful fungicidal action. 

In Co. Dublin, lime sulphur or 
any good proprietary sulphur spra 
will give control, and has the ad- 
vantage of controlling apple mildew 
and red spider as well; in fact, the 
formula I have given will protect an 
apple tree from four of its enemies 
—scab, mildew, red spider and 
capsid bug. A few apple varieties 
are injured by sulphur, notably 
Newtown Wonder and Lane’s Prince 
Albert, and with these, weak 
Bordeaux mixture should be used. 
The latter is also the best spray 
to use with pears, which suffer even 
more than apple from scab. Before 
commencing to spray, Leaflet No. 
84 of the Department of Agriculture, 
should be consulted 

Almond and peach trees in the 
open will now often exhibit some 
leaves which are peculiarly 
thickened, distorted, and reddish in 
colour. A fungus is at work here, 
and the condition is known as 
peach leaf curl. Such leaves should, 
as far as possible, be removed from 
the tree and destroyed. Next spring 
these trees should be sorayed with 
Bordeaux mixture just before 
growth starts. 

Pear trees may now show certain 
leaves with reddish blisters on their 
surface, the skin being slightly 
raised. These leaves are inhabited 
by mites, and the trees should be 
marked for spraying early rext 
March with lime sulphur (1 part in 
20 parts water). At the same time 
badly attacked leaves are best 
removed.

defence of Berlin the 
Russians; but that is all that is 
known.. In the meantime, 
Admiral. Doenitz, who was 
appointed as his successor by 
the Fuhrer on: the day before 
his. death, ‘is carrying on the 
struggle. The new leader ‘has 
appealed to the German garrison 
in Norway, estimated at about 
200,000 men, to remain true to 
its traditions, and,/as we write, 
there is no sign of any change 
in these instructions. On the 
other hand, there comes highly 
positive news, in the form of 
Marshal Stalin’s Order of the 
Day, which announces that the 
garrison defending Berlin “‘ ceased 
resistance, laid down its arms and 
surrendered” at 3 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. The capital’s 
garrison had been split by the 
Russians into separate groupe. 
Attempts were made to feed these 
groups and to supply them with 
munitions from the air; but all 
the signs were that the Germans 
were waging a hopeless battle. 
The capital of the Reich had been 
cut off completely from the rest 
of Germany. Every effort by the 
Wehrmacht to prise open the ring 
that had been forged around 
Berlin failed. To the south- 
east of the city a large force of 
Germans was surrounded, and 
the Russians claimed yesterday 
to have taken no fewer than 


120,000 prisoners in this area’ 


alone. In the west and the 
south-east the British and Ameri- 
cans are continuing to make 
rapid progress. The British have 
captured Ltibeck, and are assail- 


ing Hamburg in merciless force.: 


The Americans have completed 
the reduction of Munich, and 
have reached the Inn River, near 
Braunau, where Adolf Hitler was 
born. From the military point 
of view, continued resistance 
would seem to be utterly futile; 
but Admiral Doenitz thus far 
seems determined to carry out to 
the bitter end the mission that was 
entrusted to him by the Fihrer last 
Monday. In these circumstances, 
all the reports concerning 
negotiations between the Swedish 
Count Bernadotte and Herr 
Himmler, hitherto Chief of the 
German Home Army, must cease 
to have any meaning. It was 
generally understood that Herr 
Himmler, after Reichsmarschall 
Góring's retirement, had become 
the Fithrer’s alter ego. Now his 
authority to speak on behalf of 
the German Government no 
longer exists. Admiral Doenitz is 
in supreme command. Already 
he has replaced Herr von Ribben- 
trop as Foreign Minister by a 


mian who formerly was in charge 
of Germany's finances, and is a 


member of the old Junker class. 
No official statement has been 
made regarding Herr Himmler; 
but. Count Bernadotte has an- 
nounced that his conversations 
with the SS. Chief dealt 
exclusively with Red Cross affairs. 
The world, therefore, can only 
wait and hope. Germany’s 
military position is deteriorating 
hourly. She still seems to have 
men who are prepared to fight to 
the final gasp. 

Not less important than Berlin's 
surrender is the news that the 
German Army in Italy has laid 
down its arms. This decision, 
possibly, is the most significant 
that has been taken during the 
present war. Evidently parleys 
have been in train for some time 
past. On last Sunday Lieutenant- 
General Morgan, representing 
Field-Marshal Sir Harold 
Alexander, received German 
officers. at the CN of Caserta, 
not far from Naples, 
officers came as delegates from 
General Wietinghoff-Scheel, the 
German Commander - in - Chief, 
anid Obergruppenfiihrer Wolff, 
head of the S'S. ani the German 
police in Italy. They agreed to 


‘unconditional surrender, and all 


fighting ceased in-Italy at mid- 
day yesterday. The significance 


of this move hardly can be 


exaggerated; According to Allied 
estimates, the number of German 
troops involved approaches a 
1,000,000, and the amount of 
material that has fallen into 
British and American. hands must 
be considerable.. The territory 
through which the Allied armies 
now will have unhindered passage 
includes all North Italy as far as 
the Isonzo River, as well as the 
Austrian provinces of Forarlberg, 
the Tyrol, Salzburg and parts of 
Carinthia and Styria. Further- 
more, Field-Marshal Alexander's 
troops will be brought within ten 
miles of Berchtesgaden, which 
generally is regarded as the central 
bastion of the so-called “ southern 
redoubt.” Henceforward, General 
Lehr’s flank will be wide 
open to Allied attack, and his 
efforts to defend Trieste can 
have. little hope of success, 
The physical effect of this “ un- 
conditional surrender” will be 
great; but its moral effect will be 
even greater. Coming, as it has 
come, so quickly after the death 
of the man who personified Ger- 
many’s power for so many 
eventful years, the news that their 
army in Italy has surrendered 
must havé given a tremendous 
shock to the German people. 
Amid the swirling events of the 
last six months the front in Jtaly 
almost hiad been forgotten. Some- 
thing like a military ‘stalemate 
seemed: to have been achieved, 


and even after Marshal Kessel- 


ring had been transferred to the 
Western front, German resistance 
against the Sth and 8th Armies 


stood firm. Now everything has 


collapsed. Another mighty 
wedge has been driven into Ger-

The Romantic “Jeep” 

It is said to be the ambition 
of every soldier in the American 
Army to own: a “jeep.” These 
little cars, which have -been’ de- 
scribed as. “the personality 
vehicle of this war,” are familiar 
to everybody by name and by 
appearance—since even those 
who- have had no opportunity of 
seeing them in the flesh, as it 
were, have: become accustomed 
to their use as the photographer's 
throne’ for almost every well- 
known Allied general. The 
exploits of the “ jeep” are more 


than famous; they are almost 


legendary. Soldiers are inclined 
to declare not merely that it can 
travel at high speed over country 
closely resembling the Giant’s 
Causeway, but that it can run 
up walls like a fly and ask for 
its own petrol ration. It is small 
wonder, then, that any man with 
a trace of the small, boy left in 
his heart—and who’ has: not?— 
sees himself as the. owner of a 
vehicle in which he might rival 
the hair-raising exploits of 
Charlie Chaplin or the Keystone 
Cops. It seems that the flaw in 
the idea is known clearly to those 
who have not merely seen a 
“jeep,” but have felt one. In 
short, it is excessively uncomfort- 
able. It is built to fulfil a military 
function, which it does admir- 
ably; but efficiency goes before 
comfort on the battlefield. The 
ordinary motorist, however, 
would see some disadvantages in 
a car which, while it might 
enable him to win all the cross- 
country trials, would rattle him 
around like a pea in a tin can. 
The occupant of a moving 
“jeep” appears to spend about 
two-thirds of his time in the air 
above the seats; during the other 
one-third he is being volleyed 
like a tennis ball from the seats. 
It may be true that the experience 
gained by the manufacturers in 
the design of “ jeeps” will be of 
value to them in the production 
of light cars; but it seems most 
unlikely that any radical changes

Round the wheel 
went a piece of string, in the form 
of a belt, connected to what may be 
called the spindie, or at least to the 
piece of stick on- which the-wool is 
wound. The lady spun the wheel 
with her hand, once, and then got 
on with the work. - After a time 
the wheel slowed. down;- and she 
spun it again.
